WASHINGTON, Sept. 18 (AP).— 
Action to clear the way for opera- 
tion of the conscription program 
commanded first attention today as 
President Roosevelt returned to the 
capital and Congress made ready 
to resume sessions. 

Before the United States can 
start the peacetime undertaking 
which begins with the registration 
of 16,500,000 men on Oct. 16, three 
essential preliminaries required dis- 
position: 

1. President Roosevelt must 
promulgate the regulations govern- 
ing the administration of the draft 
machinery, enrollment, classifica- 
tion and selection of trainees, their 
induction into service and kindred 
matters. 

2. The director of the selective 
service system must be appointed 
by Roosevelt and confirmed by the 
Senate as provided in the conscrip- 
tion law. 

3. Congress must take action on 
the pending two billion dollar spe- 
cial defense appropriation request, 
which is to defray the expenses of 
registration and conscription. 

Roosevelt’s Next Step. 

The President was expected to 
order into effect, possibly tomorrow, 
the first two of six volumes of 
regulations already prepared _ to 
cover all phases of the draft pro- 
gram. These first two sections 
define the nature and administra- 
tive procedure of the national and 
state organizations which will han- 
dle the registration, and also set 
forth the rules for enrollment.

(AP).—For- 
eign Minister Joachim von Ribben- 
trop left for Rome today to con- 
fer with Premier Mussolini and 
Foreign Minister Count Ciano, and 
German sources indicated that the 
exchange of 50 United States de- 
stroyers for air and naval bases 
on British possessions in the At- 
lantic probably would be among 
the subjects discussed.

Spain and Egypt—both of ex- 
treme importance in the present 
conduct of the war—were expect- 
ed to be the prime subjects of 
the conversations, but one German 
source indicated that the Rome- 
Berlin Axis Powers were concerned 
over the destroyer transaction. 

Spain, it was indicated, wishes 
to play a more active part in the 
affairs of the Rome-Berlin Axis, 
but is militarily unable, and eco- 
nomically in a poor way. Yet its 
geographical position, plus its 
natural resources, are such that 
it is a desirable Axis partner. 

That Spain will want something 
in return for its co-operation is 
accepted, and most frequently men- 
tioned is the great French island 
colony of Madagascar, in the In- 
dian Ocean. 


Secret Treaty Possible. 


From a usually reliable source 
it was learned that the Rome con- 
ference is likely to result in giv- 
ing legal expression to Spain’s ad- 
herence. This may be in the form 
of a secret treaty, but may also 
be indicated in a public pronounce- 
ment, 

The Berlin visit of Spanish In- 
terior Minister Ramon _ Serranv 
Suner, this week, said the well- 
informed Hamburger Fremdenblatt, 
was not only a demonstration of 
“Spain’s unshakable belief in the 
victory of the Axis Powers,” but 
showed “on which side the new 
Spain of Franco finds itself.” 

All morning papers in Madrid de- 
clared in identical headlines: “As 
from now on, we are present in 
Europe’s fate. We aren’t bellig- 
erents, but neither are we indif- 
ferent.” 

(The newspaper Ya wrote: “Spain 
aims at marking spiritual bounda- 
ries with friendly nations of a more 
solid friendship, especially in Eu- 
rope’s new situation, and extending 
Spain’s moral culture and influ- 
ence even to South America, which 
is part of our own blood and ef- 
fort.”)

One Nazi Oil Bomb and What It Did 
To 5 Women, Child in London Home

LONDON, Sept. 18 (AP).—“It is 
feared that casualties may be heav- 
ier than in recent nights,” said the 
calm official communique. 

Not so calm, I saw rescue work-

The man came up the basement 
steps holding the body of a baby 
about € months old. Other men in 
blue uniforms were coming up. One 
of .hem said, “Six altogether—not 
five. There’s five adults and one 
child.” 

One by one, five women were 
brought up and stretched on blan- 
kets. Some bystanders turned away. 

The woman ambulance driver and 
a fireman \-orked over the victims, 
trying artificial 1 spiration, When 
doctors arrived, they found the 
baby and two women dead, but de- 
tected life in the others and sent 
them away in the amblance.

LONDON DAMAGE EXCEEDS 
ROTTERDAM’S, WARSAW’S, 
SAY WAR CORRESPONDENTS

LONDON, Sept. 18 (AP).

BERLIN, Sept. 18 (AP).—The 
German high command today re- 
ported attacks in the air battle of 
London which Nazi airmen said had 
wiped out “entire blocks” in some 
eastern districts of the British cap- 
ital and apparently smashed 
through to the city’s subway sys- 
tem. 

Daylight reconnaissance showed 
a yawning, smoking crater which 
was believed to be the result of a 


tremendous direct hit on an under- 
ground railway, according to DNB, 
official news agency. 

Fifteen British planes were shot 
down today in battles over Eng- 
land and three German planes are 
missing, an authorized source said 
tonight. 

(London uses underground rail- 
way stations for bomb shelters.) 

The high command announced an 
“all-caliber” bombardment, within 
the last 24 hours of.day and night 
action, of the West India, London 
and Victoria docks, water and gas 
works, railway stations and Croy- 
don Airdrome, among “war-essen- 
tial objectives.” Seven of the 10 
remaining usable airports of Lon- 
don have been extensively damaged 
in the last 24 hours, it was reported. 

The Bow Railway Station and 
the Thursten road junction were 
bombed last night and a number 
of British planes destroyed at Til- 
bury and Gravesend, according to 
the German radio. 

The British were said to have lost 
nine planes yesterday against the 
Germans’ four. 

Liverpool, Glasgow Hit. 

“New extensive fires resulted 
everywhere,” said the daily military 
communique. 

Airports and other objectives 
were bombed on the southeast coast 
and “Liverpool was attacked re- 
peatedly day and night,” the high 
commard reported. “An airplane 
plant at Liverpool-Speke suffered 
heavy blows.” 

The Nazi raiders also reached 
into Scotland with an attack on 
Glasgow harbor. A 5000-ton British 
steamer was reported “heavily dam- 
aged” north of Ireland. 

German coastal batteries hit sev- 
eral ships during a 10-minute at- 
tack on a westbound British con- 
voy im the English Channel Monday, 
informed sources said today. 

The ships, ranging up to 15,000 
tons, these sources said, fled to the 
harbors of Dover, Deal and Folke- 
stone.

The exact 
number of bombers was undeter- 
mined, but observers said the fight- 
er escort was probably the largest 
ever sent to protect such a smal) 
number. 

British Hurricanes and Spitfires, 
hovering’ on patrol at altitudes even 
higher than the Germans’ 15,000 
feet, dived on the enemy over the 
‘Thames Estuary, timing their at- 
tack to coincide with the full blast 
of the British ground defense. 

The geometrical patterns of the 
raid formations were turned topsy- 
turvy in the 15 minutes of twisting, 
diving, climbing battle in which in- 
dividual fighters chose their op- 
ponents. 

Attack From Below. 


Swift-rising British interceptor 
planes joined the battle from below 
as the Hurricanes and Spitfires at- 
tacked from above. Shell bursts 
from booming “archies” studded the 
scene of tumult. 

A toll of raiders was taken at 
the very coastline, before’ the 
massed formations reached the 
Thames. One correspondent said 
two Messerschmitts toppled out of 
control there and another was 
seen to splash into the sea. 


Three persons were killed and 
five seriously injured in a South- 
western town when enemy raiders 
scored direct hits on two shops. 


A Nazi plane was shot down in 
battle over another town in West- 
ern England. Four of its crew 
were killed and one was injured. 

The fifth raid alarm sounded in 
London at 12:43 p. m. and ended 
at 2:26 p. m. Other afternoon 
warnings were from 4:08 to 4:28 
o’clock and 5:10 to 5:54 o'clock. 

A strong westerly wind blew in 
the Straits of Dover today and the 
sun shone through breaks in dense 
low clouds. A slight mist over the 
sea veiled the French coastline. 
Yesterday a gale churned the chan- 
nel and British airmen reported it 
had scattered the concentration of 
“invasion” barges and other vessels 
along the German-held coast, com- 
pelling the ships to take shelter in 
less oper waters, 


Early Raiders Driven Off. 


_ The first: German planes which

As in recent days, the bombers 
gave the city little respite before 
renewing the assault. After a rest 
period of only one hour and 12 
minutes, the first alarm of the day 
sounded at 7:12 a. m., ending 20 
minutes later. The second alarm 
came at 8:18 a. m. and lasted 23 
minutes, 

Renewal of daylight raids today 
marked the start of the fourth 
month of daily air attacks on Eng- 
land which official reports indi- 
cate have caused almost 13,000 
civilian casualties, including’ at 
least 3333 deaths. The heaviest 
toll came in the first 15 days of 
this month—during which, Prime 
Minister Churchill announced yes- 
terday, 2000 civilians were killed 
and 8000 injured. 

The Air Ministry news service 
reported that British fighters en- 
gaged more than 200 German Mes- 
serschmitts and Heinkels “in a 100- 
mile-an-hour gale over Kent, Sus- 
sex, Surrey and the Thames Estu- 
ary” late yesterday.

Libyan Ports Raided. 

While the Fascists were consoli- 
dating their new positions for a 
push toward the next objective, 
Mersa Matruh, on the road to Alex- 
andria, British planes made night 
raids on the Libyan ports of Ben- 
gazi and Derna. The Italians ad- 
mitted a torpedo boat and a pon- 
toon were sunk in these attacks, a 
steamer damaged and several fires 
set. 

The Italian communique further 
reported: 

“At Malta one of our Picchiatelli 
(little dive bomber) formations, es- 
corted by pursuit planes, bombed 
Micabba airport, causing fires and 
considerable damage and destroy- 
ing at least three planes on the 
ground. Enemy pursuit planes, aft- 
er having sought to escape combat 
with our escorting planes, attacked 
the Picchiatelli, which counter- 
attacked decisively, shooting down 
two enemy planes. Two of our 
planes failed to return. 

In East Africa. 

“In East Africa our air force 
bombed Bomba, in lower Sudan, 
damaging a small fort and setting 
fire to an encampment. 

“During a scouting expedition 
over Aden, one of our planes, at- 
tacked by English pursuit planes, 
seriously damaged an enemy plane 
and then returned unharmed to its 
base. 

“An enemy plane was destroyed 
on the ground by one of our planes 
at Saraf Said, northwest of Galla- 
bat. 


The next objective presumably is 
Mersa Matruh, 100 miles farther 
along the coastal road and site of a 
British air base. 

Between Sidi Barrani and Alex- 
andria lie 250 miles of rough going 
for an invader. The British do not 
regard their present position as se- 
rious. 

One apparent reason why the 
British are biding their time before 
joining in a decisive battle is the 
expectation that the Italians’ supply 
difficulties will increase as they 
move farther from their bascs 
through a desert which offers no 
food and little water. The Italians 
apparently are using a great num- 
ber of large tank trucks and are 
distilling sea water. 

Since the Italians are hugging the 
shoreline rather than trying to push 
through the more difficult inland 
desert country with its mountains 
and depressions, they may expose 
themselves to attacks from the sea, 
it was aid.

Of the 
three major firms, only the shop 
of Bourne & Hollingsworth looked 
as if it ever could be used again. 

Eight firemen were killed in a 
Southeast London district, five of 
them when a bomb fell between 
two trucks en route to a blaze. 

Casualties also were reported 
when a bomb dropped near a hotel, 
blasting a large crater in a road- 
way, bursting a water main and 
flooding a shelter occupied by ho- 
tel guests. The same bomb was re- 
ported to have damaged the sub- 
way. 

Numerous smal] fires, started by 
“Molotov breadbaskets,” or incen- 
diary bombs, were extinguished 
quickly by firemen and household- 
ers. 


Other Areas Attacked. 
Other parts of England felt the 


blows of aerial raiders but the Gov-

ernment said the damage on the 
whole was slight. 

Several persons, including a 
child, were killed in northwest 
coastal towns, and slight damage 
was reported at industrial premises 
in the Glasgow area of Scotland. 

One bomb smashed obliquely into 
the cellar of a house in Northwest 
London, leaving the house balanced 
precariously over the crater. 

A number of persons injured dur- 
ing the morning bombings were 
taken into a movie theater for 
treatment. 

Despite the raidwarnings many 
persons remained in the streets, 
watching the sky duels between 
raiders and defenders. 

The Spanish Embassy was slight- 
ly damaged by an incendiary bomb 
in a recent raid, it was made known 
today. 

A bomb fell on the roof and 
burned or broke through into the

Rainy Season Near End —

ON THE EGYPTIAN-LIBYAN 
FRONT, Sept. 18.—The British are 
considering the probability that the 
Italians in Ethiopia will start a 
drive against the Sudan soon as 
part of the Italian offensive against 


Egypt. 

The rainy season is almost over 
and it is unlikely that the Italians 
in East Africa will just sit and 
watch their supplies diminishing. 


The Italians are reported to be 
concentrated in recently-captured 
Kassala in the Sudan, just over the 
Eritrean border, and contemplat- 
ing an attack on Atbara, important 
communication center 250 miles 
away. 

If the Italians attack in that di- 
rection, they may make impressive 
gains as far as distance is con- 
cerned, but the chances are good 
that they will find the British pre- 
pared and waiting for them at the 
end of the road. 


No Real Battle Yet. 


Whereas the Italian invasion of 
Egypt has begun, the Battle for 
Egypt has not. Since Friday the 
Italians have advanced rapidly 
along Egypt’s Mediterranean coast 
toward Alexandria, The enemy has 
moved fast and efficiently, using 
Ansaldo “baby” tanks and medium 
tanks as well as truck transport 
for guns, troops and aircraft sup- 
port. Light British covering forces 
are reported to be using flexible 
harassing tactics with tanks and 
light guns as they fall back, where- 
as the Royal Air Force is concen- 
trating its bombings on the Italian 
columns that stick to the road. 

But so far there has been no real 
clash between British and Italian 
forces on the Western desert. At 
some point between Sidi Barrani 
and Alexandria the two armies will 
clash and then it will be the battle 
for Egypt, or perhaps the first of 
several battles. This fact seems 
worth emphasizing in view of Ital- 
ian radio assertions that Sollum, 
for example, was held by large 
bodies of British troops and was 
strongly fortified. 

Light British Forces. 

Three days before the Italians 
began their advance, I was in Sol- 
lum. The British had a small cov- 
ering force along the rim of the 
escarpment that overlooks’ the 
abandoned village: another group 
was camped several miles south of 
Hellfire Pass not far from a num- 
ber of dummy camps made up.of 
boxes and gasoline cans, assembled 
to resemble tanks and trucks. In 
Sollum itself, there wasn’t a soul. 
Several miles east of Sollum a small 
scattered force of Britishers lived 
in sandy dugouts in a lumpy, shrub- 
covered area near the sea. A few 
hundred yards from the damaged, 
whitewashed houses of Sollum, the 
British did have a couple of guns 
hidden under some fig trees—lI 
watched them shoot. ii ee 

Fortifications in the Sollum area, 
however, were limited almost en- 
tirely to anti-aircraft slit trenches 
and sandy pits where Bren guns 
pointed skyward. 

Several weeks ago the bulk of 
the British forces was withdrawn 
from the border area in anticipa- 
tion of an Italian push. The Brit- 
ish wanted the Italians to get 
lengthy desert communications. 

The invasion again raises the 
question of Egypt’s position in the 
war. On June 12, Prime Minister 
Aly Maher Pasha declared before 
the Parliament that Egypt would 
participate in the war only if at- 
tacked. 


30 MINE FIELDS PLANTED 
BY PLANES IN NAZI WATERS,

Says Roosevelt and Welles 
Boasted of President’s Effort 
to Get ‘Settlement.

TOPEKA, Kan., Sept. 18 (AP).— 
_Alf M. Landon, replying to a state- 
ment of Secretary of State Hull 


that Wendell Willkie was “grossly 
ignorant of the history of the last 
few years,” said last night the 
Roosevelt administration boasted of 


its part in the Munich settlement. 

The 1936 Republican presidential 
nominee, who traveled on Willkie’s 
campaign train Monday, issued a 
statement attacking Hull’s charges. 

“When Secretary of State Hull 
speaks about ignorance in foreign 
affairs, he might address his re- 
marks to persons a little closer to 
nome, who seem to have a habit of 
messing up his policies as Secretary 
of State,” said Landon. 

“Instead of rebuking others, Mr. 


Hull might rebuke some of _ the 
members of his own administra- 
tion, including his chief, who talked 
of these momentous questions in an 
off-hand, casual and confusing 
way.” . 

The former Kansas Governor 
gaid that contentions of Henry A. 
Wallace, Democratic vice-presiden- 
tial nominee, “about Republicans 
being appeasers brings back to 
mind that Mr. Roosevelt and his 
official family, immediately follow- 
ing Munich, proudly boasted of the 
part which Mr. Roosevelt had 
‘ played in bringing about the Mu- 
nich settlement for appeasement. 

“Sumner Welles, Undersecretary 
of State, on Oct. 3, 1938, afraid lest 
the Roosevelt administration should 
not get the full measure of credit 
for the part played by the Presi- 
dent at Munich, made an address to 
the country in which he gave, in 
great detail, each step taken by the 
President, and undertook to show 
that it was really Mr. Roosevelt 
who inspired the Munich settle- 
ment. 

“Also, it was common knowledge 
around Washington at that time 
that the President had on his desk 
what he called a ‘time table,’ in 
which there was set forth the vari- 
ous dates on which various moves 
were made, and the President 
proudly exhibited it to show how 
he had been in the lead of the 
movement for the Munich settle-

“According to Undersecretary of 
State Welles’ speech, the President 
did address communications to Hit- 
er and Mussolini, personally, dur- 
ing the Munich negotiations, and 
Mr. Welles was so proud of it all 
that he read the text of the mes- 
gages to them.”

_The corporation contended the 
Collector of Internal Revenue erred 
in denying a 1936 deduction of $20,- 
752 paid into a fund to guarantee 
the First National Bank of St. 
Louis against loss in liqiudation of 
assets of the Franklin-American 
Bank & Trust Co. 

Another error was claimed in the 
denial of a credit of $97,500 in de- 
termining the firm’s undistributed 
net income for 1936 subject to sur. 
tax. The corporation also protest- 
ed against denial by the Collector 
of deductions totaling nearly $32,- 
000 for losses on building construc- 
tion machinery discarded and 
ecrapped. 

After stipulation between the 
Collector and Lambert Pharmacal 
Co. of St. Louis in another case, 
the board decided there was a de- 
ficiency of $9.99 in the 1936 income 
taxes paid by the concern. Original- 
ly the collector held the company 
was deficient by $3122 in its pay- 
ment for that year. 


JAPANESE SAID TO HAVE AJMED 
8 BOMBS AT CANADIAN LINER

Who will be placed in Class II 
for dependency?

The term “dependent child”  in- 
cudes unborn child, stepchild, a 
child legally adopted.

Furthermore, you will not be 
iven a deferment unless the rela- 
tive you cite lives in the United 
States or one of the territories and 
possessions. 


Who will be considered depend- 
ents? 


Anyone of the relatives -just list- 
ed will be considered your depend- 
ent if Lis income plus your income 
from al] sources except work is not 
enough to provide reasonably ade- 
quate support. Inquiry will be 
made as to all of his and your fair- 
y certain sources of income, ex- 
luding, of course, public charity 
and the income which you provide 
from your own labor. If there are 
other persons under a legal obliga- 
tion to contribute to his support, 
that fact will also be taken into 
consideration in deciding whether 
or not he may be counted as your 
dependent. 


If your dependents have in large 
part been supported by money 
Which you or your dependents have 
been receiving from a close rela- 
tive, rather than from your income, 
t will be difficult for you to sup- 
port a claim for deferment. But, 
if a wealthy relative merely could 
supply, but thus far has not sup- 
plied, the support for your depend- 
ent, you may be deferred unless 
that relative is under a legal obli- 


gtion to support the dependent. 


Will married men be deferred?

Must I live on my salary to quali- 
fy for deferment because of my 
dependents? 

Unless you and your dependents, 
other than your wife, are living al- 
most entirely on your salary, you 
will probably not be able to secure 
a deferment. For instance, if you 
earn $50 a week but also receive 
$100 a month from a trust fund, 
and the $100 a month would be 
enough to support your dependent, 
the loss of your salary would not 
justify your deferment. But if 
your dependent’s sole source of 
support is your present salary— 
which would end on your induc- 
tion into the army—then obvious- 
ly all that remains would be your 
military pay, and if that amount 
is insufficient to support your de- 
dependent, a deferment would be 
granted. 


The sources of income which will 
be studied by the authorities in- 
clude the following: 


1. Your pay as a member of the 
army or navy, which you would be 
expected to send home as a con- 
tribution to your family. 


2. The amount of support your 
relatives would get, during your 
absence, from any provision of law, 
such as State old-age pensions. (In 
many States old-age pensions are 
given to persons over 65 if they 
have no other means of support. 
Your aged parent or grandparent, 
eligible for the old-age pension, 
could not count as a dependent.) 


3. The amount of money you re- 
ceive from any devise, legacy or 
bequest, as a result of a will or 
a deed, or some other legal trans- 
action. 


The Government does not intend 
to force your dependents to reduce 
their standards of living materially. 
If you can show that a serious re- 
duction will take place if your sal- 
ary is denied to them, you will be 
entitled to deferment. You must 
prove that they have actually been 
dependen® on you and that they 
cannot maintain themselves with- 
out your support. 


Can I plead dependency if either 
my dependent or I has property? 


If either you or your dependent 
other than your wife has income- 
producing property that can sup- 
port you or your dependent, your 
claim to deferment will be denied. 
On the other hand, if the property 
produces no income or produces 
insufficient income, the proposed 
regulations do not require that it 
be sold to support your dependents 
while you are in the army or navy. 
The basic consideration is not prop- 
erty but income. Accumulated sav- 
ings would not be considered in- 
come, but the interest on these sav- 
ings would be. This would be treu 
even in time of war. 


How will the local boards decide 
who has dependents? 

The regulations charge the local 
draft boards with the duty to ren- 
der humane decisions. Whether or 
not reasonably adequate support 
exists in a particular case cannot 
be determined by rule of thumb. 
Intelligence, accompanied by full 
svmpathy, must be shown. What 
would be adequate in one locality 
or in one set of circumstances 
might not be adequate in another. 

The boards are expressly instruct- 
ed by the regulations to approach 
each case with sympathy and com- 
mon sense. While safeguarding the 
interests of the nation, they are 
required to give protection to meri- 
torious claimants, with the thought 
always in mind that the classifica- 
tion plan is designed to enroll an 
armed force with a minimum of 
hardship for those who remain at 
home. If you seek deferment, the 
board will be required to study the 
facts in your questionnaire, in the 
submit, as well as 
evidence obtainable from any 
source. 

If the board finds that your in- 
duction into the service will deprive 
your wife, child, brother, parent, 
or grandparent of reasonably ade- 
quate support, you will not be tak- 
en away from them. Bear in mind 
that you are granted only a defer- 
ment, not an exemption. At any 
time a shortage of manpower may 
compel the Government to call you 
anyhow, and a change in your 
home life is certain to end the de- 
ferment, 


What is a consicentious objector 
and what happens to him? 

A conscientious objector is now 
defined as one who, “by reason of 
religious training and belief, is 
conscientiously opposed to partici- 
pation in war in any form.” It 
should be noted that in the last 
war only persons who were mem- 
bers of a well recognized religious 
sect whose principles forbid its 
members to participate in war in 
any form were considered consci- 
entious objectors. The new defini- 
tion extends the term to cover per- 
sons who may not be formally af- 
filiated with any church or sect, but 
who nevertheless can establish that

Use of 90-Mile Guns Presages Try 
At Invasion, Says Fletcher Pratt 


Nazi Attempt Probably Only Matter of Days, 
Perhaps Hours — Effect of Big 


Weapon Chiefly Moral.

HE German announcement 
T tna London is being shelled 

with big tannon from 90 miles 
away means that a mass attempt to 
invade England is probably a mat- 
ter of days, perhaps of hours, in 
spite of the weather. 

The military effect of such weap- 
ons is small, and certainly does 
not pay the cost of building them. 
This was demonstrated by the 75- 
mile gun that shelled Paris in the 
World War. Actually, there were 
at various times 12 of those guns 
as many as six of them in action 
at once. All were wretchedly in- 
accurate. 

The best figures show that one- 
third of the shells they fired missed 
the whole city of Paris, and only 
one of all those shells did any dam- 
age that might be considered mili- 
tary by the widest definition. That 
one struck a subway entrance and 
caved it in. 

A gun firing this distance can- 
not be aimed in any proper sense. 
The shell has to travel through 
many layers of air, clear up into 
the stratosphere, then descend 
through other layers of air. All 
these layers have wind. current 


with which Germans say they are 
shelling London is an awkward- 
looking weapon with an extremely 
long, slender barrel, often pictured 
in films and magazines here. 


The barrel is so‘slim that it must 
be supported with cables like a sus 
pension bridge. Four such cables 
run from the breech to the muzzle 
and are braced outward about the 
middle of the barrel with center 
supports. With these guys and 
struts, the gun looks much like 
one of those radio towers which is 
tapered at both ends, except that 
the gun is not set vertically. 


When fired, the muzzle of the 
long German guns wave in the 
breeze, as observers have noted 
when motion pictures were shown 
here. 


Technically this is known 
“muzzle whip” or “muzzle lash,” 


The supporting cables help to re- 
duce this and prevent the muzzle 
from dropping when shot makes it

Reuters Quotes Travelers as 
Saying Unoccupied France 
Is Starving. 


LONDON, Sept. 18 (AP).—The 
number of Frenchmen in unoccu- 
pied France who favor continuing 
the fight against Germany under 
Gen. Charles de Gaulle is increas- 
ing, Reuters, British news agency, 
declared today, quoting an English- 
man who crossed from France into 
Spain. 

“The De Gaullists, among whom 
are many soldiers, hold regular se- 
cret meetings in Marseille and oth- 
er cities,” the traveler was quot- 
ed as saying. 

Reuters said he also reported 
that food conditions in unoccupied 
France were nearing the starva- 
tion point. ; 

“Potatoes are unobtainable,” he 
was quoted, “as the Germans have 
removed the whole crop.” 

German transportation of food 
and other supplies is being sabot- 
aged, he said, but many Germans 
are moving to Paris to escape Brit- 
ish aerial bombardment of West- 
ern Germany.

Says Navy Should 
Inform Taxpayers 
If New Ships Can 
Withstand Air At- 
tacks.

HE news from Washington 
T these days concerning our re- 

armament program, particular- 
ly the naval end of it, is far from 
satisfying to the average American 
who insists upon retaining a very 
practical idea of the whole affair. 

It is by no means forgotten that 
this Navy, on which billions have 
been expended since World War I, 
reported to the American people 
(voluntarily at that) that its war- 
ships were not able to withstand 
fair attack. No matter what the 
Admirals think, the people see great 
cracks in the whole setup. When 
the recent Secretary of the Navy, 
Charles Edison, told the people that 
the Navy’s machinery, i. e., war- 
ships and such like, were not fit 
for any kind of aerial combat that 
might be waged for control of the 
sea, the people were shocked. Edi- 
son hinted at that time that the 
only way to refit the Navy was to 
rebuild it from the bottom up. We 
didn’t really believe he meant just 
that. But apparently he did. 

Now arise the questions—what 
will the new Navy be—what kind 
of warships have been devised to 
withstand air attack? Will these 
new air attack-proof warships have 
belled or streamlined decks—no 
longer decks in the old sense of 
the word, but rather armor plating 
curved upward to shunt air bombs 
into the water? We know that all 
the old superstructure, slangily re- 
ferred to in engineering as “gin- 
gerbread,” will be eliminated. That 
stuff, such as Admiral’s bridges 
and other relics of bygone days, 
must be removed. That’s the stuff 
that bombs toss around. 


Change in Turrets. 


The current warships with their 
turrets and small-gun emplacements 
must be radically re-designed. From 
the time of the great naval sleep- 
ing sickness toward the menace of 


air attack to the laying down of 
the new ships certainly has not 
been long enough to do much ex- 
perimenting. What will the new 
air-proof warships be like? And it 
anyone really thinks he knows 
what they will be like, upon what 
experimental and test work has 
such an opinion been founded? 
What assurance have we that the 
new design will be fit and adequate 
against air bombardment? These 
are the questions in the minds of 
practical Americans. We know that 
detailed answers cannot be given.

SURVIVAL OF OLD ECONOMIC 
ORDER IN EUROPE DOUBTED 
EVEN IF ENGLAND WINS WAR 


System Slowly Bleeding to Death—Its End 
Likely to Have More Far-Reaching Effects 
Than Death, Destruction of Bombers — 
Vitality Sapped Before Fighting Began.

HE old Europe is dying, as it lived, beyond its means. 
Economically and financially, as in other respects, the con- 
tinent is like a man who inherited a great fortune, but who has 


squandered it all, now is bankrupt, and has cut his wrists in a lux- 
urious home on which the mortgage has been foreclosed. 


The hemorrhage of capital from 
which the relatively free pre-war 
capitalistic economy of Europe is 
slowly bleeding to death is less 
noisy and spectacular in other re- 
spects than the bloodshed of the 
battlefields and the destruction of 
the bombers, but the end of that 
economy, which is likely if the war 
lasts much longer, will probably 
have more far-reaching effects 
than the death and devastation, 
which is so much more vivid in 
newsreels and so much easier to 
understand. 


The danger of death from loss af 
blood would still be there, further- 
more, even if England should win 
the war, and even if it should win, 
by some miracle, this fall. Be- 
cause, while England might want 
to restore a relatively free capital- 
istic system—which is more than 
the Nazis will do if they win the 
war—it is doubtful whether Eng- 
land will be able to do so. 


Arming Sapped Vitality. 

The war will have been a short 
one, it is true, if it ends this fall. 
But the preparations for it went 


on so long and at such cost that 
they alone were dangerously sap- 
ping the vitality of continental 
capitalism even before actual fight- 
ing began. And an increased drain 
of economic lifeblood has been go- 
ing on since the outbreak of hos- 
tilities at such a rate that it is 
doubtful if Europe can endure 
much longer and still survive in 
anything like its previous economic 
and financial form. 

For the war is costing Germany 
about 4,500,000,000 marks a month 
(ordinary civil expenditures prob- 
ably amount to another 500,000,000 
marks a month) and must be cost- 
ing other belligerents—and some 
neutrals, like the United States, as 
well—at least that much, propor- 
tional to populations. And no eco- 


nomic system can stand losses like 
these indefinitely and live. 

Of the total, 5,000,000,000 marks 
that the Nazis are spending per 
month, they are raising approxi- 
mately 2,700,000,000 by borrowings, 
approximately 2,000,000,000 by tax- 
ation and approximately 300,000,000 
in the form of earnings on Govern- 
ment-owned property and from oth- 
er sources. 


Equal to U. S. Rate. 

The Nazis have been borrowing 
money and pouring it into the 
German national economy ever 
since they seized power at a rate 


equaled in no other country except 
the United States. Most of this 
money the Nazis have raised and 
are still raising by borrowings. 


The public debt when the Nazis 
seized power was  11,602,000,000 
marks. By the outbreak of the 
present war the disclosed public 
debt had risen to 37,363,000,000 
marks and there was probably an 
additional undisclosed debt of ap- 
proximately 10,000,000,000 marks, 
making a total of between 45,000,- 
000,000 and 50,000,000,000 marks, an 
increase of between 35,000,000,00u 
and 40,000,000,000 in a little over 
six and one-half years. 


During the first 10 months of the 
war the Nazis borrowed 22,810,000,- 
000 marks more, according to an 
article published recently in the 
Deutsche Allgemeine Zeitung and 
by now war borrowings probably 
have mounted to  30,000,000,000 
marks, 


This makes a grand total of be 
tween 65,000,000,000 and 70,000,000,- 
000 which the Nazis have borrowed 
and spent since they seized power. 

Nazi war borrowings roughly are 
equally divided between short-term 
and long-term loans. The Govern-

A SACRIFICE FOR FREEDOM. 


When a great and free nation takes a momentous 
step, a step that at first glance might even seem to 
be at variance with its most hallowed traditions, then 
it is not only fitting, but also vitally necessary, that 
valid reasons for such action be set before its people 
and the world. 
The United States took such a step when the Pres- 
ident put his signature to our first peacétime con- 
scription law. The adequate warrant for his action 
and that of the Congress was eloquently set forth in 
the document in which he proclaimed the law to be 
in effect. 
“America stands at the crossroads of its destiny,” 
said Mr. Roosevelt. “A few weeks have seen great 
nations fall. We can no longer remain indifferent to 
the philosophy of force now rampant in the world. 
The terrible fate of nations whose weakness invited 
attack ig too well.known to us all. 
“We must and will marshal our great potential 
strength to fend off war from our shores. We must 
and will prevent our land from becoming a victim 
of aggression. 
“Our decision has been made.” 
It is in that decision that the continuance of our 
freedom may well lie. The free spirits of Vienna and 
of Prague, of Oslo and of Paris, were not unaware 
of the totalitarian threat. They saw the menace 
grow beyond their borders and in their own coun- 
cils, too. They adumbrated the virtues of the free 
life, but, because they could not or would not, they 
did not make the decision that might have provided 
its adequate defense. And so, one by one, they fell. 
Freedom has its price. Just now, it is a limited 
and temporary curtailment of freedom itself. The 
people of the United States are now paying that 
price, and paying it gladly. As they do so, they cer- 
tainly will echo the words with which the President 
closed his proclamation: 
“May we all renew within our hearts that con- 
ception of liberty and that way of life which we 
have all inherited. May we all strengthen our re- 
solve to hold high the torch of freedom in this dark- 
ening world so that our children and their children 
may not be robbed of their rightful inheritance.” 
May sacrifice enhance for all of us the value and 
the appreciation of the free way—a way that today 
is ours almost alone. 


COMMANDER KELLY’S SOUND WARNING. 

National Commander Raymond J. Kelly of the 
American Legion has said a wise thing. In Boston 
for the annual convention of veterans of the first 
World War, he warns citizens of the United States 
against war hysteria and the assumption that our in- 
volvement in the conflict between Great Britain and 
Germany is inevitable. 

The program he proposes is, in essence, to 
strengthen our national defenses to the utmost, ex- 
peditiously and efficiently, remembering that these 
armed forces are to defend America, not to plunge 
the country into foreign wars. 

The soundness of Commander Kelly’s advice is 
manifest. There is no surer way to become em- 
broiled than to assume that involvement cannot be 
avoided. Should the American people resign them- 
selves to a fate which they cannot affect, they will 
inevitably be at war. And they will also forfeit a 
major function of the people in a democracy—con- 
trol of their own destiny. 

STIGMATUM. 

A pundit has taken us to task in the letter column 
for employing the word “stigmatum” in commenting 
a few days ago on an unhappy incident. He report- 
ed, with smug satisfaction, a long and labored round 
of research. From dictionary to dictionary he slogged, 
with ever the same barren result. When at last he 
came to’the ne plus ultra of wordy authority, that 
Oxford monster, and found no trace of “stigmatum” 
there, his joy was boundless. Then his letter, a 
pedantic uppercut designed to knock us cold. 

Extenuation tenders its good offices. We might, 
paraphrasing Pope, say that “in words, as fashions,” 
there must always be a first time. Like mousetraps, 
words have to be invented. And the best, the swift- 
est, of dictionaries are necessarily a lap or two be- 
hind the latest usage. But the simple truth is pref- 
erable. 

Be it here recorded, then, that before he was a 
poet, Theocritus was a goatherd, and perhaps in his 
juvenile loneliness on those Syracusan hills, as he 
defended his flock from thieving forays, some harsh 
experience engendered an emotion which later would 
be tagged as a stigmatum. Did not Verulam confess 
that the judgment pronounced upon him as “the wis- 
est, wittiest and meanest of mankind” was a just 
stigmatum? Time has never unveiled Prosper Mer- 
imee’s “Unknown,” whose indifference to a lifelong 
devotion minted “stigmatum” in that final reproach. 

And once upon a time there was a Post-Dispatch 
dictionary which the years have endeared and glor- 
ified. It caught a felon’s fancy. On a morning it 
was gone. Thumbed and tattered by constant usage, 
it was a decrepit veteran. A gaudy successor oc- 
cupies, but never has filled, its place. Did that old 
staff dictionary carry the word “stigmatum”? Of 
course it did. 
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Larry McPhail, president of the Brooklyn Dodg- 
ers, second-place team in the National League, has 
challenged the Yankees to a post-season series—as 
if they had not woe enough. 
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HEROES OF ENGLAND. 

England is producing heroes on almost a mass-pro- 
duction scale in these critical days. That fiendish 
contrivance of total war, the delayed-action bomb, is 
primarily responsible. Robert J. Casey, in a dispatch 
from somewhere in the inferno known as Hell’s Cor- 
ner, yesterday told the story of one such hero, Jock 
Evans. Jock was a former British laborer, of no 
great talents or resourcefulness, but of untold cour- 
age. When a time-bomb landed in the area he was 
patrolling as air raid warden, he roped off the spot, 
warned dozens of persons away, rejected pleas to 
flee for safety and stood doggedly by until it explod- 
ed and blew him to bits. 

Then there was the. “suicide squad” that dug four 
days and nights, to get an 1100-pounder away from 
the precincts of St. Paul’s Cathedral, where it lay 
buried. Twice the monster slipped back into the ex- 
cavation. After the excruciating task had been com- 
pleted and the Lieutenant in charge had driven the 
bomb away on a truck, it was exploded in a marsh 
and left a crater 100 feet across. 

There are other gripping stories from London as 
well. Stories of doctors and nurses who worked, 
while bombs still fell, to get 160 patients safely out 
of a hospital where a delayed-action missile had im- 


bedded itself. Stories of firemen who disregard :air 


raid alarms and go on, without sleep or food, fight- 
ing great conflagrations set by the bombers. Stories 
of plain citizens roused to heights of epic gallantry 
under the Nazis’ wanton onslaughts against their 
homes. England remains a “land fit for heroes.” 
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PLIGHT OF UNIVERSITY CITY’S SCHOOLS. 

A lowering of educatioual standards has become 
necessary in St. Louis’ most populous suburb, Uni- 
versity City, as the result of a court decision last 
July knocking out 44 cents of the levy of $1.82 on 
the $100 approved by the voters. The school term 
has been cut from 10 to nine months. Twenty of 
the 200 teachers have resigned and will not be re- 
placed. The board has stopped virtually all free sup- 
plying of textbooks and supplies. Some courses have 
been eliminated. Classes are larger, some so crowded 
that not all children have desks. 

Citizens of University City are sufficiently aroused 
to launch a movement for attempting to solve the 
vexing problem. At a meeting Monday night, plans 
were laid for seeking both immediate and long-range 
remedies. The most pressing need is for funds to 
permit needy children to buy supplies, and it is en- 
couraging to see a move being made to this end. 
An effort also will be made to seek additional funds 
for the district, to make up in some measure for the 
loss of about 25 per cent of its expected revenue. 

The ultimate remedy, however, is an amendment 
to the State Constitution, an involved process which 
will require at least two years. The needlessly rigid 
constitutional provisions on school taxes are at bot- 
tom responsible for the plight in which the Univer- 
sity City schools now find themselves. It was in 
order to get around these provisions that the board, 
like others elsewhere in the State, was forced to 
the device of transferring money from the building 
fund to salaries and incidentals. This method was 
successfully attacked in court by the four taxpayers 
who obtained the injunction. 

Taxes will be lower in University City as a result 
of these citizens’ move, but at the expense of educa- 
tional standards. There will be another cost as well: 
vacant residential units and the depreciation of 
property values. While the schools are thu8 crippled, 
few families will feel like moving into University 
City, and there may even be an exodus to suburbs 
without this handicap on education. The movement 
to solve the University City school problem deserves 
support both for the sake of the students’ welfare 
and for the sake of the community’s continued 
progress. 
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“SENATORIAL COURTESY.” 

Senator Truman announces that h2 has asked the 
President to reappoint Maurice Milligan for his 
own unexpired term as District Attorney for the 
Western District of Missouri. Milligan, it will be 
remembered, was compelled by the Hatch Act to re- 
sign that post to enter the campaign against Tru- 
man for the Democratic senatorial nomination. 

“But for this legislation, he could have made the 
race and kept his job,” said Truman. “He has 
made a good District Attorney, and I see no reason 
why he should be penalized by the law. I hope that 
the President will make the appointment.” 

This is a handsome gesture on the part of the 
Senator, and we have no inclination to look into his 
motives. However, it would come with much more 
grace had not Mr. Truman opposed the renomina- 
tion of Mr. Milligan in the midst of his successful 
prosecution of the Pendergast machine—the machine 
to which the Senator is beholden. 

Senatorial courtesy now would be courtesy indeed, 
had Mr. Truman not invoked “senatorial courtesy” 
then. 
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JUST THE REVERSE IS TRUE. 

Senators Austin of Vermont and Burke of Nebras- 
ka have turned in a minority report which attacks 
the recommendations for reciprocal ‘taxing of Fed- 
eral, state and local government securities as “fis- 
cally, economically and socially unsound and uncon- 
stitutional.” 

It would be difficult to describe the proposal to 
end tax exemption for income from Government 
bonds and securities in terms more inaccurate. 

Do these Senators not know that Presidents Hard- 
ing, Coolidge, Hoover and Roosevelt all are on record 
against “the convenient cyclone cellar for the rich 
man,” to use the Wall Street Journal’s accurate de- 
scription? 

Do these Senators not know that Secretaries of 
the Treasury Mellon and Mills took the same stand? 
That Secretary Hull, when a member of Congress, 
said that it is “unwise in this country to create 
a class which cannot be reached for tax purposes”? 

Do they not know of the series of Supreme Court 
decisions which have been reversing the old line of 
precedents on which income tax immunity was il- 
logically founded? 

Just the contrary of what Senators Austin and 
Burke say is true. The abolition of tax exemption 
for income from Government securities is fiscally, 
economically and socially sound. And judging from 
their deliberate acts, Justices of the Supreme Court 
are eagerly waiting for a chance to declare it 
constitutional.

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REPORTER’S RULE NO. 1. 

It is the reporter’s first rule to check and double- 
check his facts before sending a story across the city 
desk. So it is a little surprising to find Carter 
Field, who for years has represented a string of 
newspapers in Washington, leaping off the deep end 
in a contribution made on behalf of the Republican 
National Committee to the Presidential Battle Page 
of the Chicago Time8—a page given over each day to 
material prepared by the two major parties and pub- 
lished without a touch of the editor’s blue pencil. 

On Monday; Mr. Field was moved to write a 
fanciful skit about Chicago’s Ed Kelly and his rela- 
tions with the President. Off on the wings of 
fancy, he launched into the charge that Mr. Roose- 
velt had allowed Mayor Kelly to compromise a sizable 
income tax claim, instead of sending him to jail. 

No happy landings here! It so happens that Her- 
bert Hoover, not Franklin Roosevelt, was in the 
White House when Ed Kelly was permitted to settle 
his income tax case. Nor had Kelly yet been elected 
Mayor of Chicago. The settlement, made in connec- 
tion with a civil suit, was negotiated with George BE. 
Q. Johnson, a Republican, who was then United 
States District Attorney for Northern Illinois. 

We do not mean to hold the Hoover administra- 
tion culpable because of this transaction. We mere-

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A Move to ‘‘Sneak America Into War’’

New campaign to send army planes and navy torpedo boats to 
England, following success of drive for destroyer deal,:is viewed as 
covert attempt to get U. S. into conflict; Milwaukee paper doubts 
legality of the plan; criticises committee for hiding its objectives.

HE Committee to Defend America by 
T Aiaing the Allies has started a campaign 

to dispatch 25 American bombing planes, 
20 American torpedo boats and as many 
American combat planes as “can be spared” 
to aid Great’ Britain in her war with Ger- 
many. 

Thus the campaign to sneak America into 
the war runs true to form. It began with 
asking a little, and when that was given, 
more was asked. We traded the destroyers 
—the Aid the Allies Committee was ham- 
mering for that—and now it is torpedo boats 
and airplanes. If we send these, it will, no 
doubt, be air pilots next to replace fallen 
Britishers. 

How this “dispatching” of boats and 
planes is to be done, the committee does not 
say. The sale of these torpedo boats was 
blocked once by Attorney-General Jackson 
—after certain Congressmen got wise to 
what was going on. Later Mr. Jackson in a 
tortured opinion said the sale of the overage 
destroyers, was legal, but at the same time 
he reiterated his belief in the illegality of 
the sale of torpedo boats not completed 
when sold. 

Does the Aid the Allies Committee expect 
the Attorney-General to put the statute to 
more torture and then come out with an 
opinion the committee wants? Mr. Jackson 
is a Houdini, at that. Or is the committee 
just not worrying about it, expecting that 
when its job of propagandizing America is 
done, the people will be for what it wants, 
legal or not legal? 

This committee is a propaganda organiza- 
tion. It was built up carefully as such. It 
boasts the names of 600 sponsors, and it is 
impossible to escape the conclusion that the 
roster was constructed with three objects 
in view: (1) To get people with a pro- 
British attitude; (2) to get people with mon- 
ey to pay the propaganda expenses; (3) to 
get people who would be useful in influenc- 
ing American action. 

All three groups are well represented. 
The roster is full of Wall Street men, such 
as J. P. Morgan. There are such pro-Brit- 
ish thinkers as Nicholas Murray Butler and 
President Frank Aydelotte of Swarthmore, 
who got his trend as a Rhodes scholar. 

Finally, there is a liberal use of names 
of writers, movie stars, editors and others. 
Booth Tarkington is there, and Julius Ochs 
Adler of the New York Times, but why men- 
tion a few? The list is longer than your 
arm, Col. Frank Knox has his name down, 
and so does Henry L. Stimson—our Secre- 
tary of the Navy and Secretary of War. 

This committee has worked skillfully. It 
has proceeded from the known fact that 
American public opinion would not now 
support sending American troops to Europe. 
But who can doubt what its final hope is? 
It has organized chapters in every large 
city. And it must have spent large sums. 

This committee is made up of Americans. 


New Proposal Goes Too Far 
For People of Middle West, 
Kansas City Paper Asserts

HE case presented by the Committee 

to Defend America by Aiding the Al- 
lies for its latest proposal of aid for Eng- 
gland is not nearly so clear-cut and con- 
vincing as its previous case for selling the 
00 overage destroyers and other obsoles- 
cent and superfluous supplies. 

The proposal to sell 25 flying fortresses 
as well as combat planes and torpedo 
boats presents another problem. 

By no reasonable construction conld 
the flying fortresses and presumably the 
combat planes be regarded as obsolete. 
So the fundamental objection to the sug- 
gested deal is that it would be in the di- 
rection of war for which the nation is 
not ready, either mentally or physically. 

It has been argued that the nation 
could most effectively defend itself by be- 
coming an active ally of England. Pub- 
lic opinion has overwhelmingly rejected 
this argument. It recognizes the impor- 
tance of the defeat of Germany in its 
war to dominate Europe. It is ready to 
make an immense effort for the national 
defense, even to the extent of accepting 
the selective draft. It favors as a defen- 
sive measure giving all proper aid to the 
British. But it is against getting into 
the war unless its vital interests are di- 
rectly threatened. 

In this situation, the people of the Mid- 
dle West, in our opinion, are not ready 
to go along with the new proposal of 
the White committee. 


It is not to be classed with the German 
propaganda outfit and the British propa- 
ganda outfit, which have headquarters in 
New York and are admittedly foreign-sup- 
ported. Moreover, it does express what a 
great many people believe concerning the 
war. 

Our quarrel with the Aid the Allies Com- 
mittee is that its objective is not out in the 
open. Everything points to the conclusion 
that its real purpose is to take the United 
States into the war. Then why does it not 
say so? If it did, it at least would have the 
respect of not carrying a concealed propa- 
ganda purpose. 

And how much is the committee, in asking 
for 25 bombing planes, thinking of America’s 
security when only last week ¢t was dis- 
closed that our own army had only 59 heavy 
bombers and fewer than 300 first-line com- 
bat planes?

N A DARK projection room out

CONSPICUOUS spot of white 
A looming up in South Kinloch 

Park, a community in the 
County populated by an estimated 
10,000 Negroes, is Holy Angels Ro- 
man Catholic mission. Its neat 
white asbestos shingled buildings 
stand out in contrast to shabby sur- 
roundings where the most of the 
households are on relief. The Rev. 
Otto J. Moorman, S. J., pastor of 
the mission, is the only white man 
living in the entire community. 
Three Notre Dame nuns who come 
over from Welliston to teach in the 
parochial school, look so white in 
contrast to their black charges. But 
don't pity the white religious for 
the black spot in which their lot’is 
cast. Father Moorman appears to 
live in a continual] state of ecstasy 
over what his mission has ac- 
complished and the nuns likewise 
exult in their work. A Negro teach- 
er, Miss Marie Gordon, rejoices in 
the opportunity to utilize her real 
talents for music and art on behalf 
of her 51 first and second graders. 


When Father Moorman came to 
take over this mission in October, 
1929, it consisted of a chapel with 
nine communicants. Since then he 
has baptized 295. There were no 
living quarters for the priest. He 
rolled himself in a blanket and 
slept on the sacristy floor, as he 
had learned to do from the Indians 
of his previous mission in South 
Dakota. Now quite commodious liv- 
ing quarters and offices have been 
added to the back of the church. 

The school which had two rooms 
and 49 pupils the first year has 
been enlarged to four rooms and to 
include a baby clinic in the base- 
ment. The schoo] enrollment is 170 
of whom 71 are Catholics. A pa-

had impressions made in Cliff Cave from retreatants themselves fail to 


on the Mississippi bluffs and re- 
produced to line the vaulted inte- 
rior of this chapel. Exquisite mas- 
onry faces the cave. Overhangmeg 
vines and shrubbery atop the em- 
bankment further the effect of a 
natural cave in the side of a hill. 
Manresa, the name of the cave [to 
which St. Ignatius retired, has been 
given to the retreat house. Said 
Father Monaghan, master of the 
celebrated retreat house for men 
south of St. Louis on the Muississip- 
pi, to Father Moorman, “Since my 
retreat is called the White House, 
yours might appropriately be known 
as the Black House.” “Indeed, no,’ 
responded Father Moorman trium- 
phantly. “We have chosen the 
name Manresa. We are that much 
ahead of you.” Manresa retreat 1s 
set in a 100-foot square garaen 
surrounded by a high stockade 
fence for privacy. A stone 
walled old oaken bucket well at 
one edge of the garden is the well 
ipon which the mission depended 
for its water supply until just late- 
lv when connection with the coun- 
tv water system was finally 
achieved. A Way of the Cross with 
14 stations is coming into being 
round the inside of the stockade. 
The grounds already are sodded 
and landscaped. 

On the retreat house itself the 
donor (who prefers to remain 
anonymous) has spared nothing to 
make it a place of inspiration to 
Negro men. 

“Everything about the place must 

be new,” he announced at the out- 
set. “because too generally Negroes 
have been expected to accept sec- 
ondhand belongings of white peo 
ple.” , 
“We have all the essentials here 
that Father Monaghan has at his 
swanky White House,” enthused 
Father Moorman, “except the river 
view. And we have Rebecca Gor- 
don, my housekeeper, and an ar- 
tist who is equal to painting a river 
scene as a backdrop if we should 
require it.” 

Sixteen bedrooms provide accom- 
modations for 16 retreatants at a 
time. “Won't there be a stampede 
to enjoy this ease and comfort?” 
it was suggested, especially as pay- 
ment for a three or four days’ re 
treat is voluntary and retreatants 
are not required to be Catholics. 
Father Moorman anticipated no 
riots. “There will have to be lim- 
itations,” he conceded, “ag there 
are at the White House, where 
22,000 members of its Retreat 
League must await their turns.” 
He hopes other donors in weal- 
thier parishes, who, like the zealous 
Catholic who financed the building 
appreciate that the Catholic church 
has been negligent about proselyt- 
ing Negroes, and will come: for- 
ward and endow rooms in the re- 
treat house in case contributions

Prejudices were first broken 
down when in the deepest of the 
depression a soup kitchen was set 
up in the basement of the church 
and 7000 meals were served to the 
hungry. That project was engi 
neered by the same white friend 
of Negroes who has seen to the 
financing of both the school build- 
ing and the retreat house. “He 
realized that prejudices feed on an 
empty stomach,” remarked the 
priest. 

“To be candid,” Father Moorman 
added, “I said with my Master, ‘Ye 
seek me because ye did eat of the 
loaves and were filled.’ A fisher 
of men cannot catch many whales 
in a paganized, sectarian field. He 
must set his net for the minnows 
Dear St. Joseph, through friends 
again, supplied the net, Holy Angeli 
school was built. That net has 
been filled to breaking.” 

Then there came the free baby 
clinic, “which,” ‘the priest said, 
“more than anything else makes 
this solitary Catholic mission a 
‘City upon the mount.’” 


It is served by the county health 
department two clinic days a month 
and 240 infants are regularly en- 
rolled. 

“The cooing, gurgling and wail- 
ing of that many infants, mingled 
with the fond crooning of the 
mothers,” said the priest, “are re- 
minders enough that, depression or 
no depression, Negro babes must 
live and be loved.” 

And now the handsome new re- 
treat house, Father Moorman glee- 
fully believes, will polish off racial 
and religious prejudices with se 
flourish.

On 
the other hand, South's rebid defin- 
itely marked him with five spades 
and, therefore, East could have only 
one more.
